All ſuch 
Caſtles as you got from us / for the moſt part) coſt you deere, ten lives 
or more, for one, though you layd formall ſieges to them, with Attille- 
ry, plenty of Amunition, and all other requitites, againſt a few unar- 
med disfurnithed men: Witneſſe Carrigman ,:Baldugan , Suddain, Lynb 
his Knocke, and ſeverall other, where commonly, you moſt perfidiouſly 
broke your quarter given. All theſe were before the arrivall of any 
helpe of Commanders, Armes, or Amunition in our quarters, fjnce 
when you have alwayes loſt ground, and recovered none; At Racone!! 
you confeſſe our men fought valiandy, even with ſtones , whey their 
powder was ſpear, the want whereof (it is evident) was the ſole cauſes 
of the defeat, At Loghleagh, you were ſhamefully beaten. At Roſſe 
we had our intent, which was to defend the Towne , thaugh you got 
the field, by the advantage of your Artillery, and ſome what elſe, muſt 
not be ſpoken off. At Kebenemnan, being in all, nut a full thouſand men, 
horſe and foote, very ſlightly provided, we kept ihe paſſage againſt 
your great Army of ſive or ſixe thouſand borſe and foote. At Clancar- 
45, we had alſo our intent, which was to ſend you home, without an- 
noyance of us(AtPordefer you got che: worſt, us is aforeſaid. All fuch 
Caſtles as We have gained from vun, we wonne them ¶ in a manner) 
without difficulty, blowes or ſoſſe; Bali onely excepted, which 
alſo held not out much more then halfe a day, after the firſt ot of a 
Cannon, though you vauntingly glorified it, with the name of invin- 
cibleſ yet in each of them, you abounded with men, and all other Mi- 
litary provifion. Now iu all cheſe battle, encounters, kirmiihes, and 
"Caftles wonne or loſt, it is particularly to bee noted, that you never 
pꝑayned from us, wirlout ſtiffe and ſtout reſiſtance, ſharpe blowes, aul 
much lofſe, moſt commonly, and with mucti advantage, of Artillety, 
Armes, Amunition, and other warlike neceſſaries ; whereas, whenſo- 
ever we got from you, (1 ſay for the moſt part j it was evermote 
without much oppoſition, damage, or bloud, with all Kinde of ditad- 
vantage of our fide,whicheyidenty demonſtrats whoſe men aremoſt 
cowarded, or ſtood wonſt,.

"of the lives of the Monarchs thereof, does demonſtrate it. Had not 
Henry the VIII. more reno ne, by his Booke written againſt Luker in 
defence of the ſeven Sacraments, fot whichhe recewed a Sword om 
the Pope, with the glorious Title of Defender of the Faubh, then he 
had after, when his luſt lead him to arrogate the ſupremacy ? and 
more treaſure had be in his Coffers,, I am certaine. For, notwithſtan- 
"ding the ſpoyte. and pillage of the Church, whereof the yalue of 
« the Landꝭ ouely England, at that time amounted to above three, hut - 
- red and twenty chouland pounds ten thillings ſterling per annum, Out 
- bf which che Kiug rovke into his oe poſſellion, and appropriated 
1898 to 
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tx the Crowne, a hundred ſixty one thauſand one hundred pounds 
per amm, beſides thein moveables;: which doubuefle made up a vaſt 
ſumme: yet died he wihout wealth, withour.bonour, without friends, 
without peace in his houſe, or heart, and with remorſe of Conſcience 
belcheth forth his laſt breath in deſpayte, with an Omria perdidimus: 
and can boaſt of no othet Monument he hath left to Record his me- 
mot y, but ſuch as bee left, who vaunted of burniug Dianas Temple.

all other, witneſſe the abrogation of Epiſcopacie, or unmitering of 
Bi ſhops, ho be the firtt of the three ſtates of every Chriſtian and 
Catholicte kingdome) as appeares by ſevetall his Majeſties declata- 
tions yet excant, This bis Majeſty did, onely to content that Nation, 
and laue that Crowe: albęit the fotmer followed not heavens grant, 
the later may ? for they muſt have aliquid amplins, to wit; Rings un- 
Crowaed and Monarchy pull d downe, how ever his Majeſties 4 
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give content to the Iriſ {in your opinions] or his Royall aſſent to 


their propofitions galbeir they containe nothing, but what may mo- 


deſtly ſuite with their fidelity to propound, and juſtly with his Maje- 
ſties power, and expediently with bis gracious benignity to grant, & 


that which hath beene their owne for ten or twelve ages conlequent, 


and what they enjoyed in quiet poſſeſſion, ever ſince the Conqueſt, 
daring the happy Raigne of fifteene or ſixteene Kings bis Majeſties 
predeceſſors, betote Hey the VIII. and ſince then, violently wreſted 
from them by tyrannie, oppreſſion, and ſurteptitious Lawes,fraudu- 
leat!y iatoduced by the bloud-ſuckiag miniſters of this ſubordinate 
governement. Moteover,what concernes it the proteſtam Subjects of 
England and Scetl and, whether we have content or not ? How are they 
any way impeached or improved thereby? or how therein interefled* 
Woaar looſe they by our liberty, or gaine they by our reſtraint > Can 
not they goe to Church, though iyee goe to Maſle ? the broad Sea is 
betwixt us, we will be no eye · ſote ro them. If it be for their brethren 
here, we ſeeke not the abrogation of their Religion, or abteviation 
of their lawful] freedome, or ought elſe derogating to their honour, 
ſecuritie, or peaceable cohabitation, as appeares by our propoſitions 
now in Print to the eye of the world, As for his Majeſties proteſtant 
party here in Ireland ( not to underyalue them] they are no way con- 
lidetable: For, over all Munfter, Ver, and Connaght ſuch as for a while 
did ſeemingly proclayme themſelves for the King, doe now abſolute- 
ly diſclayme in him, and declare themſelves for the Parliament, and 
conſequently, his enemies, ſo as his Majeſty hath no proteſtant party 
here, but onely in Ley»Fer, and that but in a deſtroyed nooke there», 
of, to wit in the Counties of Dablm, and Loxth, and a part of Kildare 
and Meath, (for Doncanos is fallen off) in all which they cannot make 
up one thouſand five hundred proteſtants fighting men, where among 
theſe ſhall hardly cull out two hundred, 1 might well ſay two ſcore 
heads well ſquared to the Kings rule, the reſt (as alſo all the proteſtant 
inhabitants of Dublin and their other Townes, farre much more then 
the moſt part) have their heads fo Round, as they cannot hold tou 
ling to the Parliament, when the leaſt occaſion is offered, As for their 
hearts, they are from the beginning in the bolome of their pure bre- 
thren in Y/efminfer-hall, and their heeles are all as nimble and ready

they hover over our coaſtes, and thus are they all affected and infe- 
ted from head to foote, ſaye a very few of the prime, whereof oy 
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being ſtrangers, can make no 1 party, then their hauſſ old ſer- 
vants : other ſome, though by birth or deſcent, Natives, and bigge 
in bloud and calling, and in precedent times vaſt in poſſeſſions, and 
7 in command; yet now as the winde blowes, they beare 
ut low and fagge ſay les, and can make no more way, then the mea- 
neſt vaſſals, by reaſon their numerous allyes , friends, and followers, 
are all Roman Catholickes, and conſequently adher ing to the Con- 
federats, with whom, not being united, their power is as poore as 
that of the Alyens : So as the premiſſes maturely pondered , his Mau 
eltics proteſtant party diſioy ned from the Catholicke, is no way 
ere conſiderable. Will you then, upon the onely reaſon of an un- 
grounded Antipathy in Religion, adviſe his Majeſty to diſcontent a 
Whole Nation, for comply ing ſoly with the wilfull malice of ſo fra- 
Etiaus , frayle , and feeble a party, as. that of the proteſtants ? I ſay in 
Ireland, for thoſe of England, they cannot alleage rationably any rea-

boldly lay] is daily a looſing. it is eaſie to fall from a A ws 
a puritant, and from the King to the Parliament. It is r 
praCtiſe ,. to come and goe daily, a victory or two does it: 
the Catholickes cannot with ſuch facility fall from their Religion; be- 
cauſe the diffexences afcefftnriall, and points of faith, upt from theſt 
obedience to his Majeſty, becault it is apparent, there ĩs ub ſuch Ae. 
ction in them to the putitans, bur rather an innated aaripathy 750 
as to ſuch extremes there's no feate of fall. Now if you deemeè us ſo 
weake for the Scots and parliameantaries in this e certainely 
you ate much mote, But ſay yon? you may joyne with the Scbts, yes, 
to fotſake the King, you may, and ſo doe your beſt to ſecute this kings 
dome for the Parliament and Scots.

I confeſſe this Commimon and Proclamation may perhaps 
worke on the moſt neteſlitous, weake, and diſcontented propte with - 
in the verge and quarters of Dublin, whom extreame neceliity may 
force to goe any whither for rellefe; but that have not you to give i 
chem: for you have neyther meate, nor money to {pare within your 
quarters, nor ſtrength enough to gaine it from ours.

tyrannous pteſſutes and perſecutions, and betray theit liveꝭ ibetties, 
and eſtates, to a never cuding ſlavety and infamy, being ſtill expo- 
ſed to your new pretended attaynders, and corruptions of bloud, 


which no pſeudo · parliament of yours can walh away, nor may their 
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F 65 he chergby redreſfed, but by a free gndle atliament, 
ri ch as they iball never have, by your coꝑſents, Wenger a — 
miſe, ſweate, vo-. proteſt, and proclayme areftitution of all tree. 
dome and favour. Your words and Proclamations ſo often viola- 
ted both before and ſince the warres, and your wonted faithlefſe pro- 
cecdings, confirmes them in this beliefe. The violence of the ſtorme 
is oyet-blowen, they hope, and I am confident, they are reſolved to 
beate out with, their fellow- vaſſals, rather then ftrike thetnſelves 
aground, under your Lee. Bur ſuppoſe your proclamations brougtit 
im a conſiderabl party {as I cannot beleeve they will) you will make 
but a perpetuall Warte, in regard the reſt of the kingdome is ſo 
poſſeſſod, aud fivayed by the Catholicke Bithops and Clergy, that 
in cale no teaſonable accommodation be made, or content herein 
be given, the kingdome will be ſo imbroyled and tent. that his Mas 
jeſty will not be able co draw any aſſiſtance theteout, to ſupport his 
Ctowue: hee will looſe all his one reyenue, and our ayde of men 
and monyes. Which are (under favour] far tranſcending any his Maje- 
ity may expect from his proteſtant party here, ( if any ſuch he hathÞ 
ded, then the bare walles and empty carcaſſes 
of Churches, wheretp, for the moſt part, no proteſtants, ſave onely 
the Miniſters with their wives, did ever reſort, ia regard the flocke, 
were all of the Catholicke fold, and all the labours, endeyours, and 
perſecutions , being fruſtrat, which ſince the ſuppreſſion, were im- 


ployed to propagate che proteſtant Region in this kiugdome, or 
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taſten it og the h creof though che Court ot wardes hath 
wrought on a feu degenerate members, and devided them from 
God and their Countrey, I will got ſay, from their King, bur I pray, 
it may not ſo prove. But let it now he conſidered, wherhier the pro- 
teſtant or Catholicke party here is maſt pawerfull , and can bring the 
King moſt men and money ? and if it þe not as neceſſary (or more} 
to give the Catholickes content, as the proteſtants / His Majeſty (we 
are confident) is graciouſly jaclined towards us, as appeares'by bis 
ſeverall favoutrable declarations made in our behalfes, before Cas 
perſons of worth and credit, now in this kingdome, ready to teſtiſie 
ſo much. To couclude, can thoſe of rhe Pale, or any other {to whom 
griping miſery,or raging jelouſie of being vilipended by certayne 
unnaturall and ungratefull patriots may ſuggeſt a thought of devi- 
ding or withdrawing themſelves trom out Nah be of lo flayith an 
humour, as to joyne with you, when they ſhall reflect, and call to 
minde, bow their immediat ptedeceſſots, and ſome of themſelves 
perhaps yet living (by whoſe power and ptoweſſe in the late prece- 
dent warre you kept your footing in the kingdome) were by you re- 
warded, diſregarded, and abuſed, Was it not the uſuall taunt of the 
late Lord Strafferd, and all his fawning Sycophants in their private 
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Ooljoquies to thoſe of the Pale, that a were the moſt refractory men 
of the whole kingdome, chat it Wàs more oęceſſary { yea for their 
cregked ends) they thould be Planted and ſupplanted, then any other 
thereof, that his Majeſty would never be abſoluce Soveraigne, whiloft 
thete lived a Papiſt therein? Theſe&the like were the ordinary Cabbi- 
nec dilcpurſes ofthe ſtate in generall, whereinto ſometimes in publick 
their malige would burſt forth, and where plantations might nor teach, 
detective Titles thould extend. Many Officers and Gentlemen, who 
had done very good ſervice in the faid Warte, and loſt their bloud and 
limbs therein, for which they had Annuall penſions conferred on them 
were ſoone after deprived of their ſaid peuſions, for onely having te- 
fuſed to cake che Oath of Supremacic, or Allegeance, in ſuch forme as 
proceſtanrs ule, [ome whereof I have ſerge without hands, which they 
lett at A.nſale, in defence of the Crowne of England, for which they 
temayged alla ithout thankes, without penſion, for only being taith» 
full to God and thicir oat fonles.

I knew my ſolfe a certaine Gentleman, who being 
queſtioned before the ſtate, for matter of Recufancy , (as you terme 
it) anſwered, it was not demanded of me the day of Kinſale what Ra- 
ligion I was of, it is true, replyed an ungratefull ſtateſ · man, I cr 
feſſe you did good ſervice that day, but you doe now, as the Cow, ch: 
ives much milke, and ſpils it after with a kicke of her heele and! 
kicke forſooth) was no other then kicking in ſpirit at theirforelai 
exectable Qarhes , and being a Roman Carhglicke, Who then tefle- 
ctiag on your Tyranny, injuſtice , malice , ingraritude, faitbleſſepro- 
miſes, and * perſecurions will be ſo ſtupid or craven harted 
as on your brittle proclamations, to adhere to you, & put their heads 
like Aſſes, againe into N Did not Tyrone and Tyre coneli come 
in, and ſubhmit on faire conditions / Yet had not their heeles ſaved

Gee 6. What conſiderable good, is there to Be expected, by your

Reſp. Lou cannot deny. but on the beginning of rheſs Commori- 
ons, you were featefully (cared by a popular rout of difarmed cn 
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Kot onely in the eduntrey, but LY if your ſtrongeſt4ya!led Townes 
and Cities, in ſomnch as you durſt ſcarce peepe out at%he gates of 
your great Garfzons of Dublin, and Drogheda. I grant, whẽ H you bad 
diſcovered thoſe multitudes to be weapon-lefle, and in no fit poſture 
to defend themſelves or offend you, then indeede you tooke courage 
and ruſhing forth with horſe and foote compleatly armed, you flew 
man, woman, and child, as they came under your laſh, aſwell thoſe 
that held the plough, as the pike, the goade as the gun, the ſuich as 
the ſword, which brave kinde of ſervice and ſwaye you continued, un- 
till tome Commanders, Armes, and ammunition, came to our ſuc- 
cour, and then were you put to a ſtand.
